SUBJECT: COMMUNIST INDEX 

The Communist Index (Cl) was designed to represent a 
list of individuals who should , in the light of ever-changing 
conditions , be continually home in mind with a view toward 
possible investigation under the Security Index (SI) program . Bulet of 
10-2-58 issued instructions to the field to re-examine cases of . 
individuals whose names are included in the Cl, the re— examination to be 
conducted in equal monthly installments over a 12-month period • 


The’ field was required to submit quarterly reports concerning 
progress being made • 

Final reports have now been received from the field in 
connection with this program « Such reports have been reviewed and . 
they show that the following statistical results were achieved during 
the year that the program was in effect: 


1) The names of 120 individuals were added to the SI based on_ * 
investigations conducted in the prog ram. 

2) Initiation of the development of 28 security informants or 
potential security informants was accomplished. 


3) 249 individuals were found to be employed in key facilities 

dndfor sensitive positions , requiring additional investigation 
or dissemination on cun peri * 

In addition to the statistical results set out above , other 
advantages have resulted from the program . Each case opened resulted , 
as a minimum, in the chtcinina of current residence and employment 
date, ifiue bringing up to date our information concerning the subject . 
It was found that a considerable number of the individuals on the 
Cl had changed either residence or employment and , therefore, as a 
result of the program , cur information concerning them is in a much 
more nearly current state .

In addition , the'names of a considerable number of individuals 
ascertained to have died or otherwise not qualified for inclusion in 
the VI, were removed from such Index . At the inception of the program 
there were 17,783 names included in the Cl. At the present time such 
Index contains the names of 12,784 individuals . The program has thus 
been of benefit in purging the Index .of individuals no longer qualified 
for inclusion therein, thereby resulting in making the Index a more 
workable one. _ 


‘ . - It is to be noted that at the recent Internal Security - 

Espionage Conference, 10/22-23/59 , the Cl was the subject of discussion . 
The Conference felt that a periodic re-examination of the Cl would be a 
desirable thing to do if and when manpower commitments and other urgent 
matters would permit , and recommended that the matter of such a 
re- examination again be considered at the next Internal Security - 
Espionage Conference. 

ACTION : 

For information . Te will continue to follow the status of 
the Cl and at the time of the next Internal Security - Espionaae 
Conference, or at such other time as conditions indicate it desirable, 
will again give consideration to re-examination of the Cl.

<xn increasing tendency on the part of primarily the United States 
Coast Guard and the intelligence agencies of the military to request 
of the Bureau the availability and identities of various sources * 
set forth in our reports, for utilization at administrative hearings 
in conned ion with security programs handled by these agencies • 

* Receipt of requests from such agencies for availability 
of witnesses are referred do the field with appropriate instillations. 

The final decision respect to whether a witness can be made 

available to the requesting agency is in each instance made at the 
Bureau. In each case a thorough study is required to determine the 
possible effect on the Bureau's internal security responsibilities 
should the witness be made available for testimony. In addition, 
when advising these agencies of the availability of the potential 
witnesses, it is essential that zee also advise such agencies of 
any information contained in our files reflecting upon the reliability 
or credibility of such witnesses. 

During the period July l~Beceriher 31, 1959, we received 
requests concerning the availability .of approximately 485 witnesses 
of which 93 were made available as potential witnesses in administrative
